Shortly thereafter, Al Langlois, 


chief of the AC plant protection 
department, said all the workers

W. E. Hodgers, lop committee- 
man for the union at the AC plant 
and a picket captain, told report- 
ers: 


"The workers can go in if they 


want to by going around the picket 
line. We aren't going to let any- 
one through the line, but they can 
go around and we wouldn't bother 
them."

University 
Too Scarce 


| Little Rock, Dec. 19 — (/P) — A 
1 three man committee appointed by 
Commander George F. McKinney 
of Lynn Shelton Post No. 27 
of 
Fayetteville reported to state head- 
quarters of the American Legion 
today that in its opinion many vet- 
erans will be unable to attend the 
University of Arkansas under G.I. 
bill of rights provisions unless the 
Fayetteville rental situation 
im- 
proves. 
The report said: 
"Prices in general in the city of 
Fayetteville have risen 50 per cent 
within the last two years and at 
least 75 per cent since the war 
started. There are now -100 veter- 
ans attending the university of Ar- 
kansas and by February 1. 1946, 
we predict around 700 wanting to 
attend. However, with the rising 
rent situation and continued short- 
age of livin<* facilities it will be 
impossible for a veteran to live 
in Fayetteville without additional 
income. 


"The veterans returning 
from 
service are having to pay such 
outrageous prices for rent when 
they try to go to school here that 
they cannot get by on the money 
they receive. The University of Ar- 
kansas has some barracks which 
they arc converting into very in- 
adequate apartments." 
The report said that the anart- 
menls were intended to be 
low- 
priced but that this was not 
the 
case. 


"They have two room and three 
room apartments for which a vet- 
eran must furnish his own kitchen 
equipment and then pay $25 to 
§32.50 a month for a place to live." 
The committee reoort will 
ap- 
pear in the Arkansas Legionnaire, 
department publication, tomorrow.
